The outstanding event of the week in which this article is written fs the 
Freat strike in Great Britain affecting nearly five million workers and crippling 
all the public services of the country. This great national strike also serves 
to once again demonstrate how closely the interests and welfare of one coun- 
try are bound up with other countries. The day the strike went into effect 
the price of wheat in Cahada and the United States made a considerable drop, 
while values of many stocks fell on the New York and other markets. No 
longer does one nation live unto itself alone, and even its purely domestic 
troubles have an international and world effect, 

The unsettled condition of the mining industry in Great Britain lies at 
the bottom of the strike, just as it has been thé tause of more or less trouble 
for many years past, and until a permanent and satisfactory solution of the 
coal mining problem has been found it would appear that trouble must be ex- 
pected. {n the case of the present strike, precipitated by the miners’ refusal 
to accept a reduction in wages and a lengthening in the hgurs of labor, which 
the mine owners insist is necessary if the industry itself is to survive, railway 
employees, printers, dock and transport workers, the building trades, iron and 
steel workers, and others organized under the Trades Union Congress, ceased 
work in sympathy with and to enforce the miners’ demands. 

It is difficult for the people in this country to fully grasp and understand 
the underlying causes of the discontent and financial difficulties existing in the 
British coal mining industry. ‘Undoubtedly the war has had something to do 
with it, because there is not the same world-wide demand for British’coal as 
existed prior to 1914, and furthermore, the depression in British industry owing 
to lack of orders from foreign markets following the war has likewise had its 
effect.

The reason is found in slow- 
moving workmen and out-of-date appliances. Two examples of the latter 
may be mentioned. 

A hage modern steel structure is being erected in London on the site of 
Devonshire House in Regent Street. The hoisting of the big steel beams was 
being carried on by a group of men turning handles on an old-fashioned drum, 
with the result that the beams moved upwards slowly by inches. On this 
side of the water a donkey engine would do the hoisting in n fraction of the 
time. On the site of another structure close by, pick and shovel men were 
excavating fora foundation. In Canada and the United States a steam shovel 
would be on the job, and do it in short 6rder and at much less cost.

Lieut.-Commander Byrd 


Flies Over 


In Trip From 


New York. — Lieut.-Commander 
Richard E. Byrd, United States navy 
aviator, flew over the North Pole, Sun- 
day, the New York Times and the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch announced. Com- 
mander Byrd, first to aecomplish this 
feat, made the flight in 15 hours and 
80 minutes, leaving his base at King's 
Bay, Spitzbergen, at ,12.50 o'clock 
(Greenwich time) and returning safely 
at 4.20 o'clock. 

The entite population of King's 
Bay turned out to welcome the aero- 
piane’s return. Captain Amundsen, 
Lincoln Ellsworth and the crew of 
their airship Norge on which they 
plan a gimilar flight, greeted Com- 
mander Byrd upon his descent. 

Lieut.-Commander Byrd, who flew 
over the North Pole, was able to know 
that he had accomplished that feat by 
making observations of the sun’s posi- 
tion. Using a new sextant carrying a 
bubble in liquid which served as an 
artificial horizon, Commander Byrd 
was able to locate the Pole within 20 
miles. Before sailing north, he ex- 
plained that he would know he was 
over the Pole when the altilude of the 
sun above the horizon equalled the 
sun's declination, which was given in 
the nautical almanac he carried, 


Illicit Gold Traffic 
Alarming Mine Owners 


Mines in South Africa Looted of Large 
Amounts: 

Japetown.—Some remarkable reve- 
lations regarding the extent of illicit 
gold traffic have been made in South 
Africa recently. 
centred in the heart of the gold min- 
ing industry in Johannesburg, but its 
ramifications extend to England and 
India. It is estimated that some 
£350,000 worth of gold is dealt with 
illicitly each year. 

The gold is, in the first place, filch- 
ed from the many mines that lie along- 
side the Witwatersrand. It is not an 
easy matter to steal gold from a gold 
mine. Like the diamond industry, 
there is a constant supervision, Yet 
gold continues to disappear from the 
mines and the extent of illicit gold 
buying is shown by the number of con- 
victions in the Johannesburg courts 
each year. 

The mining authorities, aware of 
these constant leakages of gold, are 
puzzled to account for them,

revenue from the forest industries 
about twelve and one-half millions. 
the expendi- 


tures are less than 4% million dollars 
and the revenues 2% millions. On 
game and fisheries, less than $700,000 
is spent and nearly $1,700,000 revenue 
is obtained. J!nder these three head- 
ings alone we find a direct revenue of 
1644 millions, as opposed by mainten-

In this connection no account is tak- 
en of the huge payrolls in the three 
industries. No record is made of the 
|dependent Industries, the supplies pur- 
chased, the transportation furnished 
to the railways or to the profits that 
are made for the benefit of sharehold- 
ers in every part of the Dominion. 

It is thus apparent, says the natural 
|resurces intelligence service of the de- 
partment of the interior, how profit- 
able to the country is the development 
of natural resources, and how essen- 
tial that the greatest care and super- 

vision should be maintained over their 

| exploitation. Mineral resources may 
| be forever wasted by using up the 
!high- grade ores and neglecting the 
lower grade. This is known as “pick- 
jing the eyes out of & mine.” Forest

tion through fire, insect ravages and 
|indiscriminate cutting. Fisherles

this.

Sweet Clover Grows Where Other

Western Canada has very little soll

growth. On shifting, sandy soils, if 


only a few plants get a foothold, they 
will protect others and soon the whole 
area will be covered. It will push out 
into the alkali flats further than any 
other crop and after it has grown on 
ihese soils a few years, they will pro- 
duce other crops more successfully. 

Sweet clover should be sown early 
In the spring with small grains and we 
have lad excellent success using 
cither oats, wheat, flax or barley.

Decipher Old Celtic Calendar 


| Scientists Find Their Year Was 
Composed of 355 Days 

French scientists have finally sue- 
ceeded in reading the Celtic calendar 
composed of 200 bronze fragments, 
discovered. some years ago at Coligny 
in the Ain Department of France. 

Iixpert archaeologists spent months 
in cleaning and reproducing the frag 
ments and a full plate was made by 
felectroplating which permitted the 
‘interpretation of the signs. 

It is revealed that the Celtic year 
|/was composed of.855 days, with the 
months alternately thirty and twenty- 
| nine days. Every two and a half 
lyears an extra month was Inserted to 
featch up with the solar year. 

The calendar gives Celtle names for 
|the months, but the meanings of the 
{terms used have not yet been deciph- 
ered.
